The partnership structure has been purposely 
designed not to include Harold Weisberg as an equity 
participant. Rather, it will become his Business Management 
Consultant Fin? on contract with him. (The prospectus was 
designed soley for viewing by prospective purchasers of 
equity in ALFIE ENI, LIMITED, not directly in Harold Weisberg).
